gress to make radical cuts upon the 
estimate as of the budget with any 
uncertainty as to what will be the 
result as it affects efficiency. The 
President of the United States, when 
he sends the budget to Congress 
is presumed to send it with all the 
reductions in expenditures which 
can be effected without due impair- 
ment of governmental business proc- 
esses. In the preparation of the 
budget he has had at work an au- 
thorized agency in the bureau aot 
only in ascertaining the reasonable- 
ness of desired appropriations, but in 
continually imposing pressure upon 
the departments for a reduction in 
the estimates wherever proper and 
possible,”’ 
Statement by Dawes. 

Gen. Dawes says he feels that the 
estimate for expenditures for 1923, 
upon which the budget is based, 
“will not be increased except 
through appropriations initiated by 
Congress or by the executive as a 
result of emergency or unforeseen 
conditions arising after the prepara- 
tion. of the budget.”’ 

Reiterating his recommendation 
that Congress immediately repeal al! 
continuous appropria- 
tions and “revolving funds,” Gen. 
Dawes says the method of appropri-

ORMER President Wilson ts an expert in the operation of a type- 
F writer and, during his administration, it was his practice to prepare 

his notable state papers on his typing machine. It will be interesting 
to many to see the original first sheet of his now famous appeal for a 
Democratic Congress in 1918. It was said later that this appeal gave the 
Republicans their only issue in that election and wos the Congress for 
them. Mr. Wilson, however, has never looked upon it_as a mistake, hold- 
ing that the subsequent events and bitter partisanry of the Republicans 


clearly showed that he was right. 
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League of Nations was the first 
modern attempt to prevent war by 
discussion in the open and not be- 
hind closed doors, or within the 
cloistered retreats of European di- 
plomacy. To him the League of 
Nations was the essence of Chris- 
tianity. Yet when he took up the 
advocacy of the League of Nations, 
Senator Lodge, the spokesman of the 
Republican party at the dinner of 
the League to Enforce Peace, be- 
came the leader in bitter opposi- 
tion to it. 

Senator Lodge at this very dinner 
on May 27, 1916, delivered the fol- 
lowimg address: 


I know. and no one, I think, can 
know better than one who. has 
served long in the Senate, which Is 
charged with an important share of 
the ratification and confirmation of 
all treaties, no one can, I think, 
fee] more deeply than I do the dif- 
ficulties whieh confront us in the 
work which this* league—that is, 
the great association extending 
throughout the country, known as 
the League to Enforce Peace—wun- 
dertakes, but the difficulties cannot 
be overcome unless we try to over- 
come them. I believe much can be 
done. Probably it will be impossible 
to stop all wars, but it certainly 
will be possible to stop some wars, 
and thus diminish their number. 
The way in which this problem must 
be worked out must be left to this 
league and to those who are giving 
this great subject the study which 
it deserves. I know the obstacles. 
I know how quickly we shall be 
met with the statement that this is 
a dangerous question which you are 
putting into your argument, that no 
nation can submit to the judgment 
of other nations, and we must be 
careful at the beginning not to at- 
tempt too much. I know the diff- 
culties which arise when we speak 
of anything which seems to involve 
an alliance, but I do not belleve that 
when Washington warned us 
against entangling alliances he 
meant for one moment that we 
should not join with the other civ- 
illized nations of the world if a 
method could be found to diminish 
war and encourage peace.

Lodge's First Objection. , 


The first objection to the League 
of Nations urged by Senator Lodge 
wag that it involved the surrender 
of our sovereignty.. There is a strik- 
ing analogy between the argument 
of Senator Lodge and those put 
forth by gentlemen tn Washington's 
day who feared that the proposed 
Constitution which was designed te 
establish a Federal union would 
mean danger, oppression and disas- 
ter. 


Mr. Singletary of Massachusetts, 
Mr. Lowndes of South Carolina, Mr.

The lawyer wrote to the wife and 
told her to cheer up.

I intend to 
keep him out there for about six 
weeks, and in that time he will im- 
prove and you will have a rest.” 

Of course, the wife came and 
mildly pleaded for mercy, but she 
showed more courage than for 
many a year. In six weeks the hus- 
band was freed and wént home 
“with some sense pried into his 
brain,” as the lawyer put it. 

Unreasoning jealousy is a species 
of insanity. \ 

The courts have held that conduct 
of either a husband or wife that 
justly entitles the other to be 
jealous, may be cruel and inhuman 
treatment. The threat of physical 
violence alone does not constitute 
cruel and inhuman treatment. Con- 
duct which causes great mental suf- 
fering may be cruel and inhuman, 
In one case the court says: 

“Cruel and inhuman treatment

treatment as places a wife in physic- 
al fear of the husband. The conduct | 
of the husband may produce sucha 
mental agony in the wife as to be 


if mere physical pain had been in- 
flicted, and where the conduct of a 
husband toward the wife is of this 
character, it is certainly cruel and 
inhuman and justifies the court in 
fieeing her from the necessity of 
submission to su_h treatment.” 

Also in another case the Judge 
said: 

“The evidence shows that the wife 
the husband, continually 
calling him slurring, improper and 
indecent rames, frequently accom- 
panied with profanity, that she told 
tim she loved another man whom 
she named, and regretted that she 
had not married him. 

“This wife was much in the com- 
pany of the man she said she loved 
and whom she wished she had mar- 
ried, and ieceived his attcntions. She 
also permitted him to caress her and 
znenerally deported herself in such a 
way that, when knowledge of it 
came to the husband, it could not 
but cause him great distress of 
mind.” 

Such conduct, persisted in as it 
was by the wife, constitutes, in my 
judgment, cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment, rendering a continuance of 
the marital relations improper and 
im possible. 

This sort of carrying on certainly 
would be admitted anywhere to be 
cruel, even in those quarters where 
the mere idea of divorce for any 
reason whatever would not be tol- 
erated. 

All hands concede that a couple 
need not be too much married in 
public so that they hang about each 
other all the time to the exclusion 
of everyone else, yet there can easily 
be too much freedom of conduct. A 
man can be too liberal with his wife, 
and thus cheapen her in the estima- 
tion of their friends and in her own 
estimation, and likewisé a wife van 
belittle her husband. Everyone hates 
to be “made a monkey of.’ And if 
that sort of thing is not “cruel and 
inhuman treatment,” what is? And 
you don’t want to be cruel, do you?

Buster 
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Look Her 
Best

F all portions of the face the | 
Ora that needs the most care- | 


ful attention and the most per- | 


sistent massage is at the corner of 
the eye, where time first lays a 
heavy hand and.writes her auto- 
graphs in little disfiguring lines that 
are known as crow’'s feet. It is only 
by daily persistent application of a 
massage treatment or by a surgical 
operation that these wrinkles can be 
removed. I want to warn yom 
against the strain put on the eyes by 
improper lighting or exposure to the 
sun’s rays or the neglect of being 
fitted with proper glasses, as all of 
these cause the skin around the eye 
to wrinkle. 

You will notice by the position of 
the hands in the'illustration that they 
are ready for direct working 


these wrinkles. Not only the pres- 
sure of the massage but the in- 
creased circulation is what makes 
this movement so beneficial. To 
facilitate the movement of the fin- 
Kers over the surface of the face as 
well as to feed the tissues that lie 
directly peneath the surface I would 
recommend that you make up for 
yourself a good massage cream by 
using the following directions: 
Beef marrow 2 
Oil of sweet almonds..... 45 
Spermaceti 

White wax coccecoee 2 STams 
Essence of lemon......... 1 gram 
BG, GR .a< ash aban 0.25 gram 

This is a very good massage cream 
when you are working on the wrin- 
kles. If you do not care for the 
trouble of making up this cream for 
yourself, there are several very ex- 
cellent brands on the market for this 
purpose, but whatever materials you 
use, the face musf be wiped free of it 
after the massage is over. It should 
be followed by a tonic lotion for the 
pale and dry skin, an astringent for 
wrinkfea, and then a cream or salve 
should be applied. 

According to the object of the 
massage, it should follow the direc- 
tion of the blood vessels where there 
is absence of secretion as in dry 
skins. The movement of the fingers 
should follow the folds of the skin 
and the direction of the muscles 
where wrinkles are to be obliterated. 
Be sure to start the massage from 
the nose, working toward the tem- 
ples. 

Like the first gray hair, the ap- 
pearance of crow’s feet always gives 
you a feeling of coming age, so the 
little time you spend on the daily 
massage will not only improve the 
appearance of your face but give to 
it a lasting youthfulness. But do not 
think that this résult can be ob- 
tained by simply massaging away 
crow’s feet around the eyes. It re- 
quires not only the strictest atten- 
tion to the laws of hygiene but time 
spent in the open air and exercises 
that stimulate the circulation, so 
that the general color of the com- 
plexion, the texture of the skin as 
well as the ironing out of the 
wrinkles can all contribute to the

They are 
getting ready for a big Christmas 
sale at their Barnes Hospital work 
shop. The place looks like Santa 
Claus’ headquarters and when one 
or more league members are gath- 
ered together they can’t keep off the 
subject. 

Since a simple recital of the ac- 
tivities being carried on by this 
gtoup of girls goes a long way to- 
ward answering the Glyn assertions 
with regard to “amusements to kill 
time,” and “the mad search after 
new sensations,” I let them tell of 
these avocations, shall we say? since 
they pretend,to no vocation. 

The workshop at Barnes which 
was started several years ago with 
funds supplied by the league was 
the pioneer experiment in occupa- 
tional therapy in this part of the 
country and has proved so success- 
ful it is being duplicated by other 
agencies in many other institutions. 
The league pays a supervisor, but 
the large corp of assistants is sup- 
plied from the league membership, 
volunteers devoting certain days of 
the week to the work. A public 
school lunchroom at which the 
league members act as waitresses 
to children in one of tHe poorest 
districts is another enterprise. 
Neighborhood House and other mis- 
sions draw upon the league for 
teachers of classes; the municipal 
nurses rely upon them to assist at 
the baby clinics. A committee of 
the league interests itself in blind 
women. Another committee takes 
flowers to the hospitals every day. 
A committee mobilizes motor cars 
to transport sick persons to the Clin- 
ics and take wounded soldiers on 
outings. Many of the girls have 
studied nursing and have volunteered 
their services in epidemics. Besides 
these permgnently organized activi- 
ties, every year the league takes 
part in or conducts big money-rais- 
ing affairs for charity. The annual 
amateur revue, “The Follies,” is not 
their least exacting task, since it is 
conducted and produced in a man- 
ner mighty near professional. The 
debutantes of the season are called 
upon to fill the cast and it. is a se- 
vere apprenticeship they serve, any 
one of them will tell you. 

Having with this record of service 
and time and thoughts for the less 
fortunate, automaticatty, as it were, 
disposed of our foreign critic’s asser-
